$704.06 LOST Nc 
REVENUE BY PROHIBITION 


Police Court Receipts Jump $4,000; 
Municipal Balance $14,772,979 


San Francisco.—Prohibition cost 
the city of San Francisco $704,061 
in lost revenue, formerly received for 
liquor licenses, during the last year, 
but failed to exercise sufficient effect 
to keep the total of fines collected 
in the police court from jumping 
from $15,478 to $19,390.50, accord- 
ing to the report of the City Treas- 
urer, John E. McDougald, just filed. 

The Civie Auditorium almost ex- 
actly doubled its earning capacity, 
bringing in $44,436.50 in rentals, as 
against $22,057 for the preceding 
year. The Lemare organ recitals, 
however, received only about half the 
patronage of the year before, revenue 
from this source amounting to $3,- 
879.80, as against $6,354.60 for the 
preceding year. 

A total of $144,970.22 was re- 
ceived from the Hetchy-Hetchy op- 
erative revenue, this sum made up 
of $73,690 for sale of power, $54,- 
485.32 for freight receipts and $14,- 
032.90 in passenger receipts. 

On June 30, 1920, the city had the 
comfortable balance of $13,772,- 
979 73 on hand, including $4,790,000 
in city”and State banks. 

Cash receipts for the @ear -totaled 
$36.730.745.90, and cash disburse- 
ments $28,616,498.67. 

Other items include $18.289,666.23 
as the total of tax moneys received; 
$3,302,411.84 disbunsed for the com- 
mon school fund, an increase of near- 
ly a million over last vear: $1,357,- 
151.63 in inheritance tax collections; 
$925,450 deposited as police court 
bail money and $915,180 withdrawn. 

The municipal ratlway brought in 
a total of $2,749,651.14 in passenger 
receipts and miscellaneous revenue, 
and payments made amounted to $2,- 
142,189.09. 


PLUNGES PAPER-CUTTER 
INTO PARTNER 


San Francisco. Gilbert Soule, 
who with Paul Kocher, conducts 
a collection agency in the Monad- 
nock building, was stabbed twice 
August 6 by his partner, sustain- 
ing wounds the seriousness of 
which has not yet been determined. 

Kocher was arrested on a charge 
of assault with a deadly weapon 
by Policeman J. J. Mitchell of the 
Southern Station and released on 
bail of $150 furnished by J. J. 
Farrell. ° 

Neither Soule or Kocher would 
explain the cause of the dispute. 
According to both men, they quar- 
reled over business matters and in 
the heat of the moment Kocher 
ized from his desk a brass paper 
knife and plunged it twice into 
Soule’s breast. Then, horror-strick- 
en by his action, he conveyed the in- 
jured man to the office of Dr. Rob- 
ert Lorentz in the Monadnock build- 
ing, where first aid was administer- 
ed. 

Lorentz then notified the police 
and Soule, protesting that he did 
not want Kocher arrested, was con- 
veyed to Fairmont Hospital, where 
Dr. R. J. Miniker is attending him.

IN STATE'S BEET CROP 


San Francisco Folks that have; 
been using one less lump of sugar in 
their coffee, or putting a spoonful 
less on their mush of a morning be- 
cause of the shortage and high price 
of the sweet stuff, are given a ray 
of hope for sweeter times by the 
Bureau of Crop “KEstin.ates. E. K. 
Kaufman, field agent of the bureau, ! 
estimates the 1920 output of beet 
Sugar to be 165,000 tons in Califor- 
nia, ag against 130,000 last year. The 
acreage last year was 107,000, and 
this year it is 135,000, with an esti- 
mated crop of nine tons of beets per 
acre, against seven and a half in 
1919, 

Throughout the United States the 
1920 forecast is 1,003,500 tons of| 
beet sugar, as against 726,500 tons | 
last year. Cane sugar acreage this} 
year will bring the increase in both 
varieties up to 333,000 tons over 
1919. This increase, according to 
computers, will fill a train of cars 
seventy mites..long, allowing forty 
tons of sugar to the car. 

The prospective crop. for’ 1920) 
amounts to twenty-two pounds of 
Sugar for each inhabitant, an in-| 
crease of six pounds over the 1919} 
yield. But the United States does not 
Produce enongh sugar to feed its} 
own inhabitants. The sugar beet | 
acreage in the entire country is this; 
year increased a third of a million. 
The average acreage for the last five 
years has been two-thirds of a million 
acres. Colorado and Michigan exceed | 
California in sugar beet production.

GENERAL EDUCATION BOARD 
GIVES SUM TO MILLS COLLEGE 


Oakland. —Mills College on August 
4 received the telegraphic news that 
the General Education Board of New 
York has given $350,000 toward the 
first million now being raised for the 
endowment of Mills College. 

This special gift to a California ip- 
stitution, it is set forth by the col- 
lege authorities, should contince the 
friends of education of the status of 
Mills College and should encourage 
them to participate in the endowment 
which the alumnae have already 
brought to $200,000 since February, 
1920. With this gift of $350,000 
from the Genera) Education Board, 
only $450,000 remains to be raised 
toward the first million, which will 
be used for faculty salaries. 

The General Education Board of 
New York is composed of a group of 
men who after rigid examination de- 
cide on the distribution of funds to 
those colleges and universities which 
show the greatest promise of growth 
and progress. Among the funds is 
the Rockefeller foundation of $50,- 
000,000, which-was left to be dis- 
tributed forvincrease of the salaries 
of college professors. 
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VIOLENT DEATHS IN S.F. 


FOR YEAR TOTAL 1135 


San Francisco.—-Eleven hundred 
and thirty-five persons met a violert 
death in San Francisco—or at least a 
death requiring official investigation 
—during the fiscal year ending June 
30, according to the annual report of 
Coroner T. W. B. Leland, filed Au- 
gust 6. 

There were 140 cases of suicide— 
109° men and thirty-one women. 
Fifty-eight of the suicides were mar- 
ried, thirty-two single, ten widowers, 
six divorced, two widows and thirty- 
one unknown. Forty-seven suicides 
were prompted by illness, thirty- 
seven temporary insanity or derange- 
ment, three love, two unemployment, 
thirteen financial troubles and eight 
domestic troubles. 

Accidents and crimes claimed 443 
lives. Seventy-nine died as the result 
of automobile accidents, twenty-five 
gtreet car accidents, seventy-eight 
from falls, thirteen from poisoning, 
ten from drugs. Of the seventy-nine 
automobile fatalities, twenty-one 
persons were struck, five were killed 
by overturning cars, one met death 
through reckless driving. Eighteen 
met death by auto trucks, one by 
taxicab and three by jitneys. Nine- 
teen of the street car fatalities were 
United Railroads, six Municipal Rail- 
ways. 

Of the seventy-eight falls, twelve 
were from windows, one from a 
mother’s lap, one out of bed, one 
into a bucket’ of water, one from a 
parachute. 

Seven persons met death in ele- 
vator accidents, twenty-two from 
burns, four by electrocution, six by 
suffucation. 

Porty-three persons were  mur- 
dered, most of them shot to death. 

Of the suicides, forty-nine shot 
themselves, twenty-seven took gas, 
nine were hangings, four drowned 
themselves and the remainder were 
by poisoning and other methods. 

Five hundred and twenty of the 
coroner’s cases met natural deaths 
and thirty-two required no autopsy.

Reports gathered by the office of farm 
uanagement from approximately 1,000 
varmer truck owners in the New Eng- 
land states, New York, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Delaware and Marytand 
during January and February, show 
that at that time over 80 per cent had 
owned their machines less than three 


years. The length of time 955 of these 
men had owned their machines is as 
follows: Less than one year,. 378; 


more than one year, but less than two, 


237; more than two years, but Jess 
than three, 181; more than three 
years, but Jess than four 86: more

than four years, but less than five, 37; 
more than five years, 41. 

These reports were all from farm- 
ers who had purchased new trueks for 
their individual use. Reports on sec- 
ond-hand machines and on truck at- 
tachments for pleasure cars, as well 
ais trucks used primarily for custom 
work or on_ regularly established 
routes, were not included in the count. 
While it is impossible to determine 
just how many of the trucks which 
have been in use only one or two years 
were purchased to replace other 
trucks, worn out or discarded, it 1s 
known that a large percentage of the 
reports covers first experience with 
trucks. 


CHIEF OBJECTS IN PRUNING 


One Is to Assist Development of 
Strong Framework for Later 
Support of Fruit. 

One of the main objects in pruning 
young trees is to assist in the develop- 
ment of a strong framework for the 
later support of fruiting wood and 
fruit. It is desirable that this frame- 
work be developed as quickly as is 
compatible with a proper maturing or 
ripening of the wood in the fall. The 
main seaffold limbs and their branches 
which go to form the framework of 
the trees are developed from shoots. 
That is, in the young apple tree the 
shoots of one season become the limbs 
of the next season: Consequently any 
practice which promotes a_ strong, 
vigorous shoot growth in the young 
tree is a direct ald in building its 
framework. It {is a well-established 
@act that comparatively heavy pruning 
is a great stimulant to shoot growth, a 
stimulant in the sense of causing 
larger and stronger, though fewer 
shoots.

Doubtful If There is Any Fruit More 
Wholesome and Otherwise Valy- 
able to Human System. 

Not many fruits are as thrifty and 
aS sure to bear under reasonable con- 
ditions as grapes. This fruit is one 
of the oldest and for years and cen- 
turies the most popula? fruit.

ROADS 


ee ee 
ARMY MATERIAL FOR ROADS 


Millions of Dollars’ Worth of Machin. 
ery Available for Construc- 
tion of Highways. 

The signing by the president of a 
bill directing the secretary of war to 
transfer certain surplus army equip- 
ment to the United States department 
of agriculture, as well as allotting cer- 
tain material to other branches of the 
government, makes available for dis- 
tribution to the states millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of machinery for use In 
highway construction. 

Since there is now available from all 
sources—federal, state, county, ete.— 
more than $1,000,000,000 for road builld- 
ing, the states are anxious to secure

their allotments of these army supplies 
because of the great assistance they 
will be in expediting road building. 
This material is in addition to approx- 
imately 22,000 army motor vehicles 
which already have been allotted to 
the states through the federal depart- 
ment of agriculture in accord with pre- 
vious legislation. 

As yet no definite estimate can be 
made as to the number of machines of 
different kinds which the secretary of 
war will designate to be “surplus and 
not required for military purposes,” as 
provided in the act. Among the scores 
of items Hsted in the law are: Road 
rollers, sprinkling wagons, concrete 
mixers, derricks, complete piledriver 
outfits, clam-shell buckets, caterpillar 
and drag-line excavators, plows, 
cranes, dump wagons, hoisting engines, 
stump pullers, wheelbarrows, blasting 
machines, corrugated metal culverts, 
surveying instruments, drafting ma- 
chines, fabricated bridge materials, 
gravity and power conveyors, and 
wagons, 

The distribution of this material 
will be made by the United, States de- 
partment of agriculture, the work be- 
ing in the immediate charge of the bu- 
reau of public roads. It will be al- 
lotted in the same ratio as funds 
granted to the states for federal ald 
roads. 

“The bill also empowers the secre 
tary of war in his discretion to trans- 
fer to the United States department 
of agriculture for use by the forestry 
service in the work of supervising the 
national forests, any telephone sup- 
plies no longer required for military 
purposes. 

The federal government is to be re- 
imbursed by the states, a sum equal to 
20 per cent of the value of the mate 
rial less all freight charges incurred in 
delivering the property to them. The 
title to all vehicles and other equip- 
ment remains vested in the state for 
use In Improving highways. No. ve- 
hicles and equipment, in serviceable 
condition, can be sold or the title 
transferred to any one else. A provi- 


sion inserted in the bill shortly before 


its final passage provided that any 
state Righway department may ar- 
range fer the use of this material by 
any state agency or municipal corpora- 
tion at a fair rental, if it is to be used 
in constructing and maintaining public 
highways. The rental must not be 
less than the cost of maintenance and 
repair of the vehicles and equipment 


DRIVERS CAN PREVENT WEAR 


One Thing That Is Most Destructive is 
Driving in Tracks—Distribute 
Traffic Evenly. 


Drivers can prevent wear to the sur- 
faces of the roads and even improve 
their conditions, if instead of driving 


in one track or on the edge of the 
road, they will drive over the middle 
and other less-used parts of the road 
when traffic permits. The one thing 
that !s fatal above all things to road 
surfaces, whether dirt or paved, is 
driving in tracks, which subjects one 
small part of the road surface to ul! 
the traffic and damage that the whole 
road accommodates. 1'rdffc should be 
evenly Gistributed over the entire sur- 
face of the road, and a Httle thought- 
fulness and care In this respect on the 
part of drivers will do much to add 
to the permanence and excellence of 
our roadways. 


Benefits of Good Roads. 

Good roads will enable the produc- 
ers to hold their yield fer a tonger 
time, thus insuring higher prices for 
them and lower and more uniform 
prices for the consumer, and will 
serve to distribute railway traffic 
more evently over the entire year. 


Useful as a Weapon. 

A system ‘of good roads, bullt on a 
uniform plan of excellence by the 
states and the nation, could be util- 
ized as a powerful weapon in the 
consumers’ struggle with high prices.
